FIERCE BLAZE ON
BELLEVUE HEIGHTS

D, L. & W. COMPANY HOUSE
TOTALLY DEBTROYED.

Flames Bprend Rapldly and Con-
sumed the Building Before Much
Assistance Was Rendered—Fun-
eral of Lewis Rudler—Boy Died
from Lockjaw—Harvest Home Fes-
tival Bervices in German Presby-
terian Church—Spenkers for Re-
publican Mass Meeting—Notes and
Personals,

The alarm of fire from Box 324, Cor-
bett avenue and Archbald street, ot K106
o'clock Santurday cevening, caused un-
usual exeitement, owing to the flames
being in o house midway between the
Bellovue and Dodge breakerg,  From
all parts of the ity the fire appeared
to be raging In one of the collleries,
Tnvestigution proved It was a company
honse belonging to the Delnware, Lack-
awanna and Western company, situ-
ated on Back street, that was de-
stroyved.

The bullding was a framg slructure,
and was occupled by the familles of
James Graham and Thomas Thomas,
It was almost totally destroyed, the
firemen belng handleapped by the lack
of water facllitieg. The fire started In
a summer kitchen nand was soon coni-
munleated to the dwelling. The Eagles,
Franklins and Columbias responded,
but owing to the distance from thelr
quarters they did not reach the scene
In time to be of much asslstance.

Nelther fainlly carrled any insur-
ance,and only a few pleces of Graham's
furniture was saved, Two of the
Thomas children were alons in the
house when the fire started, and had a
narrow escape from being burned to
denth,

The fire furnishes another Illustra-
tlon of the urgent need of belter water
facilltles and protection from fire in
Bellevue and Lincoln Helghts, Only o
ehort time agn a house was totally de-
stroyed In this section, and also a barn
and several valuable horses,

Borough Supply of Water Is Getting
Very Low and Scranton Whater
May Have to Be Used.

The supply of water in the Dunmore
Gas and Water company's reservolr is
becoming lower and lower, and unless
there I8 rain shortly It will bhecoma
necessary to turn the water from the
Scranton Gas and Water company's
system into the borough mailns to avert
a water famine.

Presldent George B. Smith, of the
company, safd last night that there
was now only about twenty feet of
water In the reservolr, the mnormal
depth being forty feet. Unless there Is
raln soon, he sald, an arrangement for
temporary rellef would be entered Into
with the Beranton Gas and Water com-
pany. The capacity of the reservoir is
60,000,000 gallons, but there is only
about 25,000,000 gallons In it now.
